Gets 
Big Job 


U.S. Army Transportation 
Research Command has award- 
‘ed Hiller Aircraft Company a 
contract to design a giant rotor 
system powered by turbojet 
engines mounted at rotor blade 
tips. The announcement was 
made today by Col. N. A. Gage, 
Jr., commanding officer of 
TRECOM. 

The award was won by Hiller 
in an industry-wide competi- 
tion which opened in January. 
Valued at $953,000, the con- 
tract will be the first of several 
phases leading to construction 
of a flying article if the study 
indicates feasibility. The sec- 
ond phase would involve con. 
struction of a full-scale lift and 
propulsion system, which Hill- 
er proposes to test in a special 
whirl-test facility. 

Hiller and its engine sub-con- 
tractor, Continental Aviation 
and Engineering Corp., will 
now complete parametric and 
preliminary design studies of 
the large, four-jet rotor system. 
This first phase will also in- 
clude wind tunnel component 
tests. 

“Significance of this first- 
phase Tip Turbojet contract,” 
commented President Stanley 
Hiller, Jr., “lies in the convic- 
tion that it will finally open 
the door to the much needed 
giant class of helicopters which 
has been retarded by unreason- 
abie complexity and costs.” 

“The army has sought an ef- 
fective heavy-lift flying crane 
nelicopter for some time to 
shuttle heavy equipment, mis- 
siles and troops within battle 
zones, as an inegral part of its 
program for complete air mo- 
bility,” Hiller said. 

Hiller Aircraft first conceiv- 
ed giant nelicopters powered 
by rotor tip-mounted jets in 
‘1949. To study the concept in 
ithe absence of efficient turbo- 
jet engines, Hiller used small 
ramjets and built a number of 
“test tube” helicopter know as 
the Hiller “Hornet” series and 
carrying the Army designation 
H-32. 

Since then the company has 
continued Tip Turbojet  re- 
search primarily with its own 
capital. In 1957, the army 
funded a Hiller contract to 
study the feasibility of turbine 
engines operating in environ- 
ment of a whirling rotor. 

In 1958, Hiller combined with 
the Continental Aviation and 
Engineering Corp. of Detroit 
to exploit the Tip Turbojet con- 
cept in the heavy-lift field, 
since Continental’s line of tur- 
bojets were adaptable for tip 
mounting. 

In 1961, Hiller joined with 
Williams Research Company in 
a program which successfully 
whirled the small Williams tur- 
bojet on a test stand at the 
Palo Alto plant. It was the first 
time a turbojet had been oper-

What’s It Made Of? 


Local ‘Antenna Farm’ Probes | 


For Secrets of 


Using the earth as part of a| 
giant analyzing machine, Stan- 
ford University radio engineers 
are probing the electrified up- 
per atmosphere, known as the 
“ionosphere,” to discover pre- 
cisely what kind of matter is 
up there. 

For years radar has been 
used to find out how much 
ionization exists and where it 
lies in the upper regions, but 
the Stanford group is the first 
to use radar successfully to 
find out what compounds and 
elements are present. 

So far they have identified 
ionized nitric exide as the main 
component of the “E’’ layer, 
about 60 miles up. They be- 
lieve nitrogen and oxygen also 
were present, but can’t prove 
it yet. 


Their new technique is bas- 
ed on the principle of the mass 
spectrometer, an instrument 
long used to analyze com- 
pounds by ironizing small 
amounts of them. Ionized par- 
ticles moving through the spec- 
trometer’s magnetic field are 
deflected from their paths at 
different angles, depending on 
their mass and velocity. And 
since different compounds 
have different masses, the ma- 
chine separates them into iden- 
tifiable groups. The analysis 


can then be shown on photo- 
graphic plates, graphs, or 
gauges. 


The Stanford group uses 
ground-based radar to read 
the analysis direct from the 
sky. The ionosphere itself 
provides—and consists of— 
the ionized particles of mat- 
ter moving through a mag: 
netic field (the earth’s). 
Analysis of the ionosphere is 
shown by fluctuations of re- 
flected radar signals seen on 
’scopes and graphs charted by 
the Stanford researchers’ in- 
struments. Their findings agree 
with those of spectrometers 
carried aloft by rockets. 

The new technique is being

Solving Traffic Problems 
Appears to Be at Impasse 


Last week, Menlo Park city councilmen decided against 
spending any money on studies aimed at solving the city’s 
interior traffic problems. They were right and apparently 
thinking in keeping with the expressed interest and/or 
apathy of the voters, who last month turned down a city- 
county highway improvement bond proposal. 

Elsewhere, we read that there’s considerable opposition 
to proposed new freeways in San Francisco, and on the 
shores of Lake Tahoe. 

It would appear that opposition to construction of 
these huge and expensive installations is becoming fairly 
common in a lot of areas of the state. 

It is argued that more freeways are needed and more 
local streets and highways need improvement, because 
there are and will continue to be a growing number of cars 
on California’s roads. 

Realizing it’s a state-wide problem but that different 
local political subdivisions want to tackle it differently, 
the legislature recently passed a measure calling for an 
additional cent a gallon motor vehicle fuel tax, to be admin- 
istered to the cities. (As this is written, the governor had 
not signed the legislation into law, however. ) 

There are probably many factors at work in this rising 
opposition. They include such things as the resistance to 
any further taxation for whatever purpose, because people 
feel the bite is just about as big as they can afford to let 
it get; there’s the disenchantment that comes with realizing 
that it still takes longer to get from place to place on a free- 
way, during rush hour, than it did on city streets 20 years 
ago; that freeways are, by and large, fairly ugly and the 
consideration that more and more people are stiffening in 
their resistance to having their homes “freewayed” out of 
existence. 

We — and others — have suggested all sorts of alterna- 
tives in solving the problem of moving people from one 
place to another. 

But the public remains apathetic at best — and hostile 
at worst — to such schemes as rapid transit, use of existing 
bus and train facilities, and development of non-traditional 
carriers for getting people from place to place. 

Under the circumstances it looks like an impasse is at 
hand locally, and it appears that the same thing can be 
expected on the state level.

Youngsters Have a Right 
—We Should Give Help 


We may sound as though we're preoccupied with the 
problems of moving vehicles this week, but there’s another 
problem which comes to mind: Menlo Park’s civic center 
facilities, already well used by the children of the com- 
munity, are apt to be used even more extensively after com- 
pletion of the Community Activities building. 

There are programs at the library, gym, swimming pool, 
little theater and ball fields in the civic center complex 
which attract large numbers of youngsters. 

Even more children would be able to use these facili- 
ties, and they could start using them at a younger age, 
were it not for the safety problems involved. 

Though the city has lots of parks and though these 
are well scattered in the neighborhoods, it has but one 
swimming pool and one central library. 

Many mothers are willing to take their youngsters to 
and from these places by car, but many others cannot do so. 

At the other end of the scale, there’s the youngster 
who has his bicycle and who is sufficiently responsible so 
he can be allowed to go anywhere. The age at which this 
state is achieved is an individual thing. 

But there’s the youngsters in between, who “has wheels” 
or what at least can be trusted within a limited range close 
to home, whose mother might be kept in because of other 
duties or lack of a second automobile in the family. This 
youngsters is deprived of a chance to enjoy some programs 
offered, simply because he can’t get to the civic center. 

The reason he can’t get to the civic center is largely 
because of the traffic which exists on our streets today. 

Maybe some thought should be given to setting up 
“childrens’ routes” or some such, with signs reminding 
motorists that these routes are most frequently used by 
children. 

Some sort of a “bicycle riders’ easement” from the Mid- 
dle Avenue-E] Camino Real intersection, across the railroad 
tracks to Burgess Park, would be a help. To use this, 
youngsters would have to be at least old enough and aware 
enough to watch for trains. 

Certainly, there are other problem areas. A youngster 
from Belle Haven has as much right to enjoy the programs 
of civic center as anybody; his parents pay the same city 
taxes as every other child’s in town. But assuming he has 
the energy and desire to bicycle to Burgess Park, he’s still 
got to take his chances getting around the rather weird 
traffic pattern of the Middlefield Road intersections with 
Ringwood and Ravenswood Avenues. Many parents, with 
good reason, are unwilling to allow their children to do so. 

As editorial writers customarily say at the conclusion 
of such disquisitions as this, “something should be done.”

Centralization ... and the Volunteer 


Periodically, somebody 
comes forth with a proposal to 
consolidate this or that group 
of governmental agencies, usu- 
ally in behalf of supposed 
economies and_ efficiencies 
which could be achieved. 


Newspapers are among the 
authors of these proposals and 
logically so, since contacting a 
large number of city halls, 
school district offices and the 
like is a lot harder to do than 
to get all one’s reportorial in- 
formation from a single source. 

Whether or not real effici- 
ency would be achieved is argu- 
able; spokesmen and trustees 
of the smaller districts are 
happy to argue that since they 
oversee only a small portion of 
the public business, they can 
get a more thorough under- 
standing of its workings and 
work to achieve a more effi- 
cient operation. 

Periodically, too, similar 
proposals are made in behalf 
of charitable organizations. 

It is argued that the ‘charity 
dollar’ is in limited supply 
and that it can be handled most 
efficiently by a large central 
organization. 

Here too, the newspapers 
have a vested interest in the 
larger centralized set-up. Re- 
porting one fund drive or bee- 
fit rummage sale is one thing; 
reporting a host of them is an- 
other. 

However, the mechanism of 
charity and the operation of 
charitable organizations is such 
that this is not feasible in all 
cases. Most organizations which 
rely on public subscriptions for 
support are manned in large 
part by volunteers; they are 
helping a given cause because 
they believe in it, and make it 
a more exclusive interest than 
a larger organization could 
possibly do. 

For the same reason that it 
would be inappropriate to 
have the same governing 
body for the school district 
and the fire district, it would 
appear to be inappropriate 
to have a single administra- 
tion governing all fields from 
gerontology to aid to con- 
valescent children. 

This is not to say that the 
Bay Area United Crusade is 
inappropriate. But though it 
provides an excellent support 
for a large number of agencies, 
there are other “good works” 
groups which prefer to main- 
tain their independence be- 
cause of an intense interest in 
a special field. 

This column has commented 
before on the amount of money 
which the taxpayer in general 
does NOT have to spend, be- 
cause of the work of the volun- 
teers. 

Consider, for example, the 
number of youth activities 
volunteers who help normal 
youngsters and whose places 
would have to be taken by pub- 
lic employees if everybody sat 
on his or her hands. 

There are den mothers, Boy 
Scout and Girl Scout leaders, 
Rainbow and Campfire girl 
leaders, Little League coaches 


and a host of others. These 
are relatively easy to recruit, 
because most adult people have 
children and expect to have to 
take care of them and train 
them. 

There are volunteers sup- 
porting and working with 
other children too. These 
are the children with phy- 
sical or mental or emotional 
problems which disqualify 
them from normal activities. 

Without the dedicated work 
of scores of men and women 
who spend a lot of time and 
money at it, these youngsters 
might be regarded as among 
the most eligible for tax-sup- 
ported public aid. 

There are also volunteer 
groups aimed at improving 
things for adults, and for im- 
proving various aspects of the 
community. These include resi- 
dents groups who _ operate 
cleanup campaigns, church 
volunteers groups which aid 
and support needy individuals 
and which also sponsor mis-

Major Measures Delayed, 
Climaxes are Dramatic

When I was a youngster I 
was warned to expect anything 
in politics. The wisdom of that 
admonition was certanly prov- 
ed by the startling, whirligig 
turn-abouts which marked the 
end of our 1963 regular session. 
Never before have so many ma- 
jor measures been delayed so 
late in the session. Never be- 
fore have such important is- 
sues been decided in such dra- 
matic climaxes. 

To summarize quickly, the 
lead bill in the Governor’s tax 
revision program failed to get 
the needed votes in the Senate, 
an attempt to revive it failed, 
so the others were abandoned. 
Thereupon, the budget bill to- 
tal was cut back from the re- 
quested $3.25 billion to about 
$3.14 billion, and passed at the 
lower figure. The senate re- 
duced the extra funds in the 
school support bill, and the 
Assembly refused to accept the 
cuts, so that bill also died. 

To no one’s surprise, the 
Governor expressed his dissat- 
isfaction at the fate of these 
major components of his pro- 
gram, and indicated he would 
call a special session to force 
reconsideration of the matters. 
At first, an opening date of 
July 1 was suggested. After 
consultation with Democratic 
leaders of both houses, how- 
ever, the date of July 8 was 
picked. So, shortly after you 
read this, we will be back in 
Sacramento. 

Reductions in the budget cut 
out funds for anticipated raises 
for state employees, it was said, 
as well as those for many new 
and expanded state activities, 
such as increased aid to local 
mental health clinics. Defeat of 
the business tax speed-up bill, 
and killing of the other tax 
pills, again threatened the bal- 
ance of the state budget. Loss 
of the school funds bill means 
no additional state money for 
needs of increased enrollment, 
and no funds for smaller class- 
es, special education of handi- 
capped children, or additional 
scholarships. 

The Governor also stated he 
would sign the reduced bud- 


get bill, so that state operations 
will continue into the new fis- 
cal year. He said that the re- 
duction would force the state 
to operate on the level of the 
poorest state in the Union. 


The Governor also state he 
would limit his proclamation 
calling the session to the three 
major topics of budget, taxes, 
and school support. He said he 
would recommend methods of 
handling these problems on at 
least a two-year basis, in order 
to permit a comprehensive 
study of the whole state tax 
situation. He added that he 
would be glad to consider any 
alternatives submitted which 
might meet the real needs of 
the state. 

Under the Constitution, we 
are limited in a special sessi 
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to action on only those mat- 
ters which are included in the 
proclamation. The Governor 
may add to his list if he wish- 
es. However, we as Legislators 
have the right to treat the top- 
ics as we see fit. We are free 
to introduce our own measures 
relating to the agenda topics, 
to amend any bills that may 
be put in the hopper, and to 
pass or defeat any legislation. 
We can also set our own time 
for adjournment. 


There is much speculation, 
of course, as to the probable 
length of the special session. 
Many of us believe that it will 
not last more than a week. 
Some, though, think that two 
or three weeks could be re 
quired to work out agreement 
on legislation in these polici- 
cally and financially sensitive 
fields. Only time will tell. 


‘Food for Space’ Project Is 
Underway at Research Institute 


If you’ve ever struggled with 
packing picnic lunches for a 
weekend car trip, relax! Your 
problems with hardboiled eggs 
and dried peanut butter are 
nothing next to the feeding as- 
signment just handed to scien- 
tists at Stanford Research In- 
stitute. 


Under a contract from North 
American Aviation’s, Space Di- 
vision, principal contractor for 
NASA's project APOLLO, the 
Institute’s food scientists have 
taken on the job of developing 
food for the three astronauts 
whom the United States hopes 
to send to the moon by 1970. 


The contract calls for de- 
velopmental studies leading to 
decisions on the exact make up 
of the two-week diet, nutri- 
tional factors involved, design 
of the food containers to be 
used, and storage, preparation 
and disposal problems. 


According to Dr. Doris H. 
Calloway, chairman of SRI’s 


food sciences and nutrition de- 
partment, the assignment is “a 
little more complex than pack- 
ing school lunches.” 

What will the astronauts eat? 
Dr. Calloway believes that an 
important part of the project is 
to provide foods that taste good 
and that have familiar flavors 
while still compressing a large 
amount of balanced nutritional 
value into a small meal. 

Meat, poultry, soups, fruit 
juices, and virtually all the 
other components of a normal 
earthling diet will be included, 
but most will be freeze-dried or 
powdered, and packaged in 
bite size or individual portions 
for ease of handling. 

The scientist also expects 
that the meal pattern wil lbe 
different in space. “Probably 
the crew will supplement two 
main meals a day with three 
or more snacks—not unusual 
among human beings anywhere 
who are working for prolonged 
periods of time,” she says.

The explanation behind 
swimming times getting low- 
er every year is really sim- 
ple: the workouts get harder. 


At Santa Clara Swim Club 
each morning, everyone loos- 
ens up with a 400-500 meter 


lap, before sprinting 800 met- 
ers or 


its equivalent—two 
times 400 meters or eight times 
100. Then five 100’s must be 
covered first by kicking and 
then by pulling (no legs). 

Then eight or 16 50-meters 
are tackled before going home. 
This is a total of almost 3,500 
meters for two hours work. In 
the evening, another 2,000 
yards are either kicked or 
pulled through. 

Pokey sleeps from 11-1 a.m, 
daily and is in bed early every 
night. “Swimming has helped 
her organize her days,” declar- 
ed her mother, Mrs. Katherine 
Watson. “She seldom has a 
moment to spare.” 

The Watson’s use a lot of 
mileage in seeing that Pok- 
ey’s swim schedule is never 
cheated on. They also regard 
her swimming exploits with 
conservatism. 


“There’s no reason to swim 
in this family,” says Mrs. Wat- 
son. “None of us were ever 
swimmers.” 

“So whatever Pokey accom- 
plishes in swimming is all right 
with us, as long as she trains 
hard and on schedule.” 

In March’s AAU Nationals,

To Boat Sans life-Savers 


Going boating without the 
proper equipment isn’t just 
foolish—it’s also against the 
law. 

Safety councils in observ- 
ing National Safe Boating 
Week, this week, point out 
that on federal waters, there 
should be a life-saving device 
for everyone aboard a pleas- 
ure craft. 


Craft up to 16 feet operated 
on federal waters must carry 
proper light and a fire extin- 
guisher, if of closed construc- 
tion; craft from 16 to 26 feet 
must carry in addition a hand 
whistle or horn audible for at 
least one-half mile. Larger 
pleasure craft, up to 65 feet 
long, require a hand or power 
operated whistle audible at 
least one mile, and a bell.

movable tanks, take these con- 
tainers from the craft and fill 
them on the dock. 

On craft of closed construc- 
tion with permanent tanks, 
close all hatches and ports 
while fueling. Then open the 
hatches and ports for ventila- 
tion, and run the bilge blower 
for at least five minutes. Sniff 
the lower part of the tank and 
engine compartments—-if you 
smell gasoline, don’t start. 

The best thing for boatmen 
to do in the case of bad weath- 
er is to stay in port. However, 
here’s what to do if caught on 
the water by bad weather: 


Head for the nearest shelter- 
ed shore. If the water is very 
choppy, seat your passengers 
on the lowest part of the ves- 
sel, keeping them as close to 
the center-line as possible and 
head into the waves at reduc- 


ed speed. 


Should your motor fail, or 
the sea become so strong that 
you cannot make headway, 
attach a sea anchor from the 
bow to keep the boat headed 
into the wind—a bucket or a 
shirt with the sleeves knot- 
ted together attached to a 
line will do the job in an 
emergency. 


Keep calm. Panic spreads 
easily, and a well-found small 
boat is capable of surviving 
nicely in bad weather if han- 
dled calmly and correctly.

or swamp, take this word of 
advice from boating safety ex- 
perts: Don’t attempt to swim 
to shore, for it is probably 
much further away than it 
looks; stay with the boat.

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In the Garden: 


Oleanders Only Reach Potential in Summer Heat 


Midsummer’s heat is the un- 
doing of some plants—and peo- 
ple, too. But just as some of 
us thrive on warm going, so do 
certain members of the horti- 
cultural world. Summer’s hot- 
test brings out the best in them. 

Take the Oleander, for in- 
stance. In the cooler coastal 
climates, it rarely fulfills its 
potential, but given the full 
blast of summer in the interior, 
it bursts forth in a glorious 
coat of color. And despite the 
heat, the bloom is fresh as the 
first day of spring. 

Oleanders are old hat to 
California gardeners and are 
often the first shrubs planted 
when a native golden stater 


landscapes his home. But for 
newscomers—of which Cali- 
fornia has an ever-growing 
number—the Oleander is a 
thing not only of beauty, but 
of wonder. To see mature 
shrubs ten feet high and 
equally wide covered with 
color gives them something 
to write home about. 
Oleanders come in named 
varieties and are available 
throughout the state. They are 
both single and double in 
bloom, with coloring ranging 
from pure white as in the single 
variety Sister Agnes through 
pink and rose colors to a lovely 
salmon-pink, as seen in the 
double variety Mrs. Roeding. 


They are available as standard 
shrubs which branch heavily 
from the base, as tree forms, 
which have been pruned up to 
a single trunk. 

Another shrub which is rare- 
ly at its best in coastal climates 
is Crape Myrtle. Along the 
coast it tends to suffer from 
mildew, and while this can be 
licked with sprays, the problem 
doesn’t exist in the hot inland 
valleys or in the warmer areas 
of Southern California which 
are back from the ocean. 

At its best, the Crape 
Myrtle is a beautiful large 
shrub, or small, (more often 
a tree) bearing crinkled 
crepe-like blossoms all sum- 


Rocky Terrains Can Grow into Something 
Which Makes Flat Gardens Look Plain Flat! 


Rocky terrain and sloping 
lots might not be the ideal 
conditions for gardening, but 
anyone with an eye for the ar- 
tistic will be happy to have 
them. They provide two in- 
gredients of that favorite old 
pastime—rock gardening. 

The accomplished rock 
gardener can turn unfriendly 
terrain into a garden sculp- 
ture which makes flat gar- 
dens seem uninteresting by 
comparison. He can grow 
more plants in a_ limited 
space and grow them more 
appealingly than can the gar- 
dener who gardens on the 
level. Why else have some 
people gone to such extremes 
in creating rocky mounds of 
earth in gardens that are 
naturally flat as pancakes? 

For practical purposes, the 
“rock” garden need not be de- 
veloped only on rocky terrain. 
By using low redwood headers, 
you can make planting levels 
and pockets which simulate 
those of naturally rocky places, 
though such areas should not 
be entirely without their rocks 
—even if you have to cart them 
in from the nearest quarry. 

One can come up with innu- 
merable planting ideas simply 
by visiting a local nurseryman. 
Most of you will meet previous- 
ly unknown plants on such a

There are many shrubs to 
work with, some of the best be- 
ing in the family of dwarf juni- 
pers. Try also the dwarf Ever- 
green Barberry with its small, 
deep green leaves and yellow- 
orange spring flowers of the 
Bearberry Cotoneaster. There 
are countless possibilities, and 
you'll get pleasure from trying 
them all. 


mer long. The trunks and 
stems are also an attraction, 
as the bark peels and the red 
or pink sub-layer is revealed. 
Even in winter, when the 
leaves have fallen. Crape 
Myrtle has attraction in the 
irregular framework of its 
branches. 

The bloom is borne in lilac- 
like profusion with name va- 
rieties ranging from red as in 
the variety Durant Red through 
pink and orchid shades to the 
pure white of Glendora White. 
Crape Myrtles are available in 
shrub form or, as with Olean- 
der ,in tree form. The latter 
will often grow to heights of 


25 or 30 feet at maturity, but 
they are usually somewhat 
smaller. New dwarf varieties 
are also beginning to show up, 
as hybridists continue to im- 
prove Crape Myrtles just as 
they are improving so many 
other shrubs and trees. The 
petite series of dwraf Crape 
Myrtle shrub includes white, 
pink, red, and orchid. 

Also thriving in heat that 
would make less durable shrubs 
run for cover is the lantana 
family. These are most popu- 
lar and at their best in south- 
ern California where they get 
both warmth and mild winters. 
But they are also terrific shrubs 
elsewhere in the state.
